A thorough search of troop 
records indicates that three 
registered adult troop leaders 
and only two members of the 
troop were involved. What is 
seldom thought of is the fact that 
both of the boys were engaging in 
homosexual activity with the 
leaders prior to the time they en- 
tered the troop. The boys, at the 
time of their entrance' into the 
troop were living, at their parents 
request, with these same 
hf*^f>c*x"»ai leaders. 

No evidence has been produced 
which shows that any, illicit ac- 
tivities took place od any Scout- 
ine function. This seems to in- 
dicate that Halverson, Woodall 
and Kramer were smart enough 
to know that scout officials would 
become aware of that immedia- 



te^. 

Many people have exclaimed 
why weren't these people 
checked out more thoroughly? 
Tbe fact is that they were. When 
Raymond T. Woodall was under 
consideration for the job of 
Scoutmaster, a representative of 
the council advised against him 
because not enough could be 
found out about him. It wasn't 
enough that nothing could be 
found against him. However, the 
Pastor and Institutional 
Representative hired him 
anyway. 

Richard Halverson replaced 
Woodall as Scoutmaster some 
time later, and underwent as 
exhaustive investigation. This 
search turned up that he was i 
volunteer Juvenile Probation C£ 
ficer for Orleans Parish. 

Scouting has laid down some 
basic principles for sponsoring 



institutions to use in choosing 
troop leadership. These being 
that adult leaders be well known 
to the institution and that they be 
the type of men that the average 
person would like lo lead their 
sons. 

The incident in New Orleans 
East was, to say the least, a 
tragedy. However, the treatment 
it has received from the news 
media is, perhaps, an even 
greater tragedy. Already 
thousands of youngsters have, 
missed out on the opportunities 
offered by Scouting, mainly 
because news coverage of the 
mess in New Orleans East has 
made their parents fearful of 
trusting the Boy Scouts.

sex acts

A 15-year-old boy testified today he 
once had oral and anal se* with his two 
leaders of the now-defunct Boy Scout 
Troop 137, 

The youth said the incident occurred 
In the eastern New Orleans apartment 
of 23-year-old Harry Cramer, on trial 
In Criminal District Court for 23 counts 
of aggravated crime against nature. 

The boy's mother followed htm to the 
witness chair and testified of hcr"love" 
for the man accused of molesting her 
son. 

"AT THIS TIME, 1 have a very 
strong love for Harry, Hke one of my 
children/' the mother said on cross* 
examination. She spent several 
minutes giving testimony In the case 
and burst into tears as she left Judge 
Oliver P. SchuHngkamp's courtroom. 

Cramer and his attorney. Betty Cote, 
waived the right of a trial by Jury and 
the case was being heard by 
Schulingkamp. 

Cramer Is the second person to go on 
trial In the Boy Scout sex scandal that 
broke last year during a raid on a scout 
leader's home. 

Raymond T. Woorfall, 38, the leader 
of Scout Troop 1 37, was convicted In 
April of It counts of aggravated crime 
against nature. 

On May II, Richard 3. ffalvorsen, 
5922 Painters St., who prosecutors said 
was one of the key figures in the opera- 
tion of the troop, pleaded guilty to It 
charges of aggravated crime against 
nature. 

THE 15-YEAR-OLD boy testified

Woodail was the first man to be tried 

- in the case, which was the result of an 
investigation that began last summer 
when a commercial film processor 
gave police film it had received of 
Scout leaders engaging in sex acts with 
Woodaii and Harry 0. Cramer. Cramer 
is scheduled to stand trial May 17 on 27 
counts of aggravated crime against na- 
ture. 

EVENTUALLY, INVESTIGATORS

* wide referral operation that extended 
to Chicago, Boston, California and 

* Florida. This service sent boys around 
. the country for homosexual purposes. 

On Wednesday, four of these boys,

Stalle also testified that he saw 
Wooden perform sex acts with one ol 
the boys at Cramer's apartment say- 
ing that Woodail "did have many sex 
acts with the child." 

He said he saw no other sexual ac- 
tivities between Woodail and the other 
boys who testified. He said he watched 
a nude picture-taking session involving 
Woodail and a Scout, but Siaile said he 
saw no sex acts performed then. 

Because Siaile had said he only saw 
Woodail engage in sex acts with one 
boy, Woodail's lawyer, Lyman Jones, 
tried to discredit his testimony. How- 
ever, Siaile produced unsolicited infor- 
mation — including data about sex 
acts in which he participated — before 
Jones couid stop his testimony with an 
objection. 

WOODALL'S MOTHER, Edna Wood- 
ail, also took the stand to discredit 
Siaile's testimony, saying that she lives 
with her son and would have heard 
such activity in the house because she 
is a light sleeper who dozes with her 
bedroom door open. 

"If anything had moved, I would 
have known it," Mrs. Woodaii said. M ff 
anything tike that was going on in my 
house. I wouldn't have put up with it" 

However, Mrs. ^oodaitl said she had 
been out of town at least three times 
during the period Woodaii was charged 
with the sex acts. 

One of the boys who testified against 
Woodail lived with the scouf leader and 
his mother, but Mrs. Woodail testified 
he and her son had separate bedrooms. 
She said she initially thought the boy, 
who was 8 years old then, was Slalle's 
nephew and objected toJWoodail's sug- 
gestion that they care for him. 

The boy s mother also testified for 
the defense, saying she let her son live 
with Woodail because she had seven 
children and little money. 

The boy visited her on holidays, 
brought her gifts and talked to her 
"about once a week" on the telephone, 
she said, but never complained about 
being abused by Woodail. 

The third of the three defense wit- 
nesses was the boy's 1 8- year-old broth- 
er, who said he knew one .of Woodail's 
young accusers, who, the 18-year-old 
testified, had bragged to him about 
having sex with men for money.

Raymond T, Woodail, a former 
Boy Scout leader accused of using 
his Scout troop to acquire boys for 
his deviated sex pleasures, was 
found guilty Thursday of 11 counts 
of aggravated crime against na- 
ture. 

A Criminal District Court jury 
deliberated for one hour and 45 
minutes before returning a "guilty as 
charged" verdict on each of the 11 
counts with which Woodail was charg- 
ed. Each count could carry a maxi- 
mum penalty of 15 years in prison, for 
a total of 165 years. 

However, WoodaiTs sentencing was 
delayed pending the outcome of a pre- 
sentence investigation into his back- 
ground by the state Department of Cor* 
recti ons, which was ordered by presid- 
ing Judge Oliver Sdmiittgkamp. 

This was the first case to be tried as 
the result of an investigation that 
began here last summer into a 
homosexual ring which specialized in 
unnatural sex acts with young boys. So 
far 17 men have been charged In con- 
nection with the investigation, which 
Authorities say reaches as far as Chica- 
' go, Boston, California and Florida. 

Dist. Atty. Harry Connick rested his 
case Thursday morning after hearing 
_j witness Lewis Slaile corroborate much 
^ of the testimony given Wednesday by 
four boys, ages \t to 15, who described 
instances in 1975 and 1976 In which the. 
38-year-old . Woodail engaged, th em in 
oral and anal sex. 

% JStalte, an admitted homosexual who 
has pleaded guilty to two counts of 
aggravated crime against nature in the 
same case, said he witnessed Woodail 
perform sex acts with one of the boys 
in April, 1976, at the Eastern New Or- 
leans apartment of Harry 0. Cramer, 
who is charged with 27 counts of aggra- 
vated crime against nature and sched- 
uled to go on trial May 17. 
Photographs, which gave police their 
first lead in the case, were taken of the 



boy involved in sex acts with Woodail 
and Cramer during this episode, said 
Sialic ' 

Earlier testimony disclosed that 
Cramer attempted to have the film 
processed by a comme r ci al film devel- 
oper, Fotomat Corp*, which turned the 
prints over to police after seeing ihe 
pictures. 

Woodall's defense attorney, Lyman 
Jones, attempted to discredit part of 
Sialle's testimony, since Slaile admit* 
ted he did not peiBuua ily see some of 
the sex acts b etwee n the youngsters 
and Woodail on the specific dates cited 
in the D.A-'s charges. 

However, once Slaile began answer- 
ing questions, he produced unsolicited 
testimony about other similar in- 
stances involving Woodail and young 
boys, some which Sialic said he watch- 
ed and others In which he participated. 
Slaile managed to Impart this informa- 
tion before Jones could cut him off 
with an objection. 

Slaile said Woodail told Him about

aiher instances of sex with children. "I 
believed everything Mr. Woodall told 
me because 1 was in love with him/* 
saldSlaile.

get involved with the Scouts because 
they are "an American institution and I

called, the mother and 18-year-oid 
brother of the boy who lived with 
Woodall and Woodail's own mother, 
who lived at the same residence. Wood* 
ajl did not testify. 

» The boy's mother said she had seven 
children and little money. She first met 
Woodall, she said, when he and his 
mother responded to a church request 
to supply her family with clothes. Since 
she couldn't take proper care of her 
children, she allowed her 3-year-old 
boy to live with Woodall. Woodail's 
mother was not present when he sug* 
gested caring for. the boy, the child's 
toother said. 

; She said that during the years her son 
was with Woodall, the youngster 
visited her on holidays and brought her 
presents, talked to her "about once a 
flreek" by telephone, but never com- 
plained about any kind of abuse from 
Woodall.

all, said she thought the boy was 
Sialle's nephew and objected at first to 
her son's suggestion that they care for, 
him. She also said she was home in bed 
the early morning Woodall was alleged 
to have had sex with another boy 
spending the night with Woodail's 
ward. Woodall was accused of taking 
the guest child to his own bedroom and 
engaging him in; sex acts. (Woodall 
had, according to the boy, had sex with 
him before.) 

Mrs. Woodall said the incident could* 
n't have happened because she is a 
light sleeper and sleeps with her bed* 
room door open. "If anything had 
moved I would have known it If any- 
thing like that was going on in my 
house, I wouldn't have put up with it" 
she said. 

The 18-year-old brother of Woodail's 
ward said he knew one of the boys who 
accused Woodall, and claimed that the 
boy had previously bragged to him 
about having sex with men for money. 
In Wednesday's testimony, the boy said 
he had never had sex with other men 
for money, and Jones, in his dosing 
arguments, used this apparent discrep- 
ancy in an attempt to discredit the wit- 
ness as a liar. 

Jones also insisted that the vague- 
ness with which the boys remembered 
dates cast "reasonable doubt" on their 
stories' iccuracy, particularly con- 
cerning specific charges against 
Woodall. However, Jonen didn't at- 
tempt to argue away the photographs. 

Connick, In his closing arguments, 
said the state presented overwhelming 
evidence of Woodail's guilt through 
photographs and testimony. He refer- 
red also to a newspaper classified 
advertisement the D.A. said Woodall 
placed In September, 1974, and which 
was Introduced as evidence. It solicited 
"boys s»15 years to pose for fishing pic- 
tures in City Park," asked for "Hock 
Finn and Tom Sawyer types," and 
offered f 8 plus "bonuses." 

"This man (Woodall) used these 
things (Scouts, Hnck Finn and'ToTT 
Sawyer), American institutions, to hide 
behind them and use them to entice 
these children into his trap . . . Any 
man who would take a young precious 
child and abuse him continuously needs 
to be punished," Connick said in a fiery 
denunciation of the defendant Then he 
beseeched the jury, "It's often asked 
who will speak for the children. We ask 
you to speak for the children."

Woodail's Home, ordered him to un- 
dress and pose. 

Criminal District Court Judge Oliver: 
P. Schuiingkamp's courtroom was 
three-fourths full of spectators as the 
jury began hearing testimony. 

THE 12 JURORS and one alternate 
juror were picked in a three-hour ses- 
sion late yesterday afternoon after 
Woodail's lawyer, Lyman Jones, tried 
to stop the trial on grounds the defend- 
ant is under a coroner's commitment to 
the state mental hospital in Mandeville 
and was unable to help prepare his 
case. 

Woodaii is suicidal and suffering 
from a "severe neurotic disability," 
said Jones. 

District Attorney Harry Con nick and 
William Wessei, former first assistant 
district attorney, opposed the continu- 
ance and Criminal District Court Judge 
Oliver Schuiingkamp refused to grant 
any delay. 

The case of Woodall, accused of 13 
counts of aggravated crime against na- 
ture and having oral and anal 
intercourse with four boys ages eight 
through 14 between March 1974 and 
last September, was originally joined 
with a similar, four-count allegation 
against Lewis Siaile. 

But Sialle pieaded guilty to two 
counts of crime against nature just be- 
fore jury selection began yesterday, 
and his lawyer, Eddie Koch, said he 



"would be available" if called upon to 
testify in Woodail's trial Siaile could 
be given a maximum 30 years in jail on 
the two counts. 

Wessel was to teil the Jury in His 
opening statement leading off today's 
court session that Woodaii met an 8-* 
year-old boy and was allowed by the 
boy's mother to help raise him. . 

Claiming to be parent and guardian 
of the boy, Woodaii, a Scout leader, en- 
roiled him in the Boy Scouts, Troop 
137, in eastern New Orleans, Wessel 
charged. 

The boy then began living at Wood- 
all's mother's house, 7X49 E. Hermes 
SL, where Woodall also resided. 

Wessei charged Woodaii then "im- 
mediately engaged the boy in continu- 
ous sexual affairs from March 1974 
until Sept 9, 197S." 

Wessel said the prosecution would 
also show Woodall had oral or anal 
intercourse, or both, with three other 
boys ranging in age from 11 to IS who 
had joined the scout troop or partici- 
pated in scout activities. 

These incidents, Wessei said, had 
gone undetected until a 51m develop- 
ing firm turned over to police in Au- 
gust, 1976, "obscene photographs taken 
during the performance of these acts." 
The photos were given to the firm for 
development by Harry Cramer, the 
scoutmaster whose residence was raid- 
ed in October of last year, sparking a 
series of more than a dozen arrests. 
Cramer is to go to trial next month.

NEW ORLEANS CAP) - 
Seventeen men have been 
charged in a widening inves- 
tigation of the use of a Boy 
Scout troop here to supply 
boys for homosexual acts. 

"It has been like dropping

Scout-Sex Ring Leader 
Convicted of 7 1 Charges 



NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Former 
Boy Scout troop leader Raymond T. 
Woodail, 38, accused of using the 
troop to acquire boys for homosex- 
ual men, has been convicted of II 
counts of crime against nature. 

A State Criminal District Court 
jury returned the verdict Thursday 
after two hours of deliberation. 

Woodail faces a maximum penal- 
ty of 15 years in prison on each 
count — a total of 165 years. Sent- 
encing was postponed. 

Woodail was the first to go on 
triai among 17 men charged in the 
case, which authorities said reaches 
from the East Coast to the West 
Coast. 

Four boys, aged 1! !o 15, testified 
that Woodail engaged them in homo- 
sexual activities in 1975 and 1976. 

Lewis Sialle. 3n admitted homo- 
sexual who has pleaded guilty to two 



counts of crime against nature, tes- 
tified that he watched Woodail per- 
form sex acts with one of the boys in 
the New Orleans apartment of Harry 
0. Cramer, who took photos. 

Witnesses said Cramer, who is 
charged with 27 rounts of crime 
against nature, turned the film over 
to a commercial outlet for process- 
ing, and (he company alerted police. 

Woodail was assistant scoutmas- 
ter of the now-defunct Boy Scout 
Trooper 137 in Mew Orleans. 

Sialle testified lhat Woodail told 
him about having sex with children, 
and said he begged him not to get 
involved with Boy Scouts.

Sialic said he and Woodail both 
had sex with an 8-year-old boy who
